The exact con- 
of each of this.- with 1>p* 
as an educational Institution 
Is shown by the testimony of Presi- 
dent Frost, the only evidence pre- 
sented, 'snd transcript of that Is 
filed and made a part or tba record 
In thla case. The Water Works was 
a Klft to the school to meet an ur- 
gent necessity, and the sales of wa- 
ter have been tnslRDlllcant. not suf- 
ficient to defray an appreciable per 
cent of the upkeep of the Water 
Works. 

Ttie laundry Is educational an I 
also a m'cesaary utility adjunct. 

The Printing Plant, as used, la sn 
educational adjunct. 

The Store Is not conducted aa a 
profit making enterprise, but for 
the accommodation and convenience 
of the students, and such an adjunct 
Is not an unusual one lu connection 
with an educational Institution. Pat- 
ronage from the public Is neither In- 
vited uor desired. 

The Hotel. Uoone Tavern. Is per- 
haps neither an educational adjumt, 
nor an absolutely nootesary utility 
adjunct, but as shown by President 
Kroat. some of the endowment fund 
of the College was InveaU-d In this 
hotel block, to provide a place where 
the burden of furnishing hotel ac- 
commodations and entertainment to 
vlaltora of the Institution could lie 
removed from ths families of the 
members or the faculty, and Incident- 
ally the tavern Is open to the general 
public. It Is not used or employed fgr 
sain by any person or corporation, 
aud If a profit ahould reault from Its 
operation, the profit would paas In- 
to tho treasury of Berea College, to

I I. < Judiclul minds of the country 
show quite a variance when tie > 
come to ■ ■ i i ii constitutions and 
mututea providlnK for tax exemp- 
tions, and It Is not unusual to find 
member* of the aame court divided 
mi tie question. 

Muring the first ten years follow- 
ing the adoption of Uie present Con- 
stitution In this slate, several ca*-a 
callltiK for a construction of the 
language used In Section 170 of the 
t'oimtltution were prci-entcd to our 
Court of Atipeals. The leading rase 
Is that of Trustees of Kentucky Fe- 
male Orphan School vs. City of I m 

Wile, decided Msy 2!rd. 1S97. This 
Orphan School Is located at Midway 
in Woodford County. The property 
to be taxed was certain real 
and improvements situated in 
the City of L<oulsvlUe, the Income 
from which was used solely for the 
iniriMMe of educstlnx female orphans 
.it the Midway School. The oplnon 
in that case. 100 Ky. 470. discusses 
all phases of the Constitutional rx- 
inptlon which is Involved In the 
ilecUiou of this case, and tho ma- 
iorlty of the court, as It was 
constituted, reached ti 
that the exemption of the Midway 
Orphan School "embraces Its en- 
dowment fund and property In 
whatever form these assets are 
found." and the decision of the 
court Is announced In this language: 
"We think, therefore, a pro- 
per const ruction of Uie language 
lined |o the section (1701 requires 
the exemption of the entire pro- 
tMTtv of this institution wher- 
ever situsted. and in whatever 
form Its investment may be found.' 1 
Applying this rule, which Is a 
hroad one. to this esse, It must mean 
that all the property sought to be 
taxed la exempt, for It all simply 
represents an Investment of a por- 
tion of defendant's endowment fund. 
Dissenting from the majority opin- 
ion In that case. Judges DuKelle and 
(■uffy delivered a vigorous opinion 
In which they present against Uie 
liosltlon taken In the majority opin- 
ion the same arguments that the re- 
presentatives of the state forcibly 
urged In this case, but the Kentucky 
Courts seem to be Irrevocably com- 
mitted to the views announced by 
the majority of the court In the Mid 
»av Orphan School case. 

Kentucky Is not alone In adopt- 
ing this view. In the case of State 
\s. Halnllne University. It Is stated 
that the act Incorporating tie 
University provided that "all corpor- 
ate property belonging to the Institu- 
tion, both real aud personal. Is and 
shall be free from taxation." The 
Minnesota Court. (4H N. W.) said: 
"The language of the exemption 
is so broad, and coming, aa It 
does, after numerous allusions to 
property which Uie coriKiratlon 
might acquire other than that 
which would be directly used by 
the University, that there can be 
no doubt of its application to all 
property of the corporation which 
It might lawfully acquire and 
bold." 

The Tvuncssce Court In University 
of the South vs. Skldmore, Trustee, 

■ S. W. sW. takes th* same view. 

1'he University of the South Is under 
tbe control and patronage of the 



Protestant Kpiicopal Church. Sec- 
tion 10 of its charter provides that 
"said University may hold and posie-Hs 
as much land aa may be m-cessiiry 
for the building, and such an ex- 
tent as may be sufficient to protect 
said Institution and students thereof 
from lutruKion of cv|l minded persons 
who may settle near said Institu- 
tion; said land, however, not to ex- 
ceed ten thousand acres, one thou- 
sand of which. Including buildings 
and other effects and pro[>ertjr of 
nuid coriKiratlon, shall be exempt 
from taxation ho long as said land 
belongs to said University," 

lie- one tbouband acres was laid 
off and buildings of the University 
erected on It. A part of the one thou- 
sand acres along the line of a rail- 
road, had beeu subdivided Into town 
lota, atreeta laid off and graded, and, 
along these, dwelling houses, store 
houses and a hote| have been erect- 
ed, which have been rented by the 
University to various parties under 
banes extending from one to thirty- 
three years. An effort was made to 
tax this property, other than tbe 
Uulversity buildings proper and a 
church. It was shown that all the 
emoluments and profits arising from 
the leases were used and devoted to 
tbe purposes of the University 
not otherwise. The court held 
all this property was exempt. 

In Vauderbllt University vi. Che- 
ney. 94 S. W. the Tennessee Court, 
In referring to other decisions in

And in Kentucky If the framers 
of the Constitution made too liberal 
a provision as to tax exemptions the 
remedy must be by an amendment 
to the Constitution, and not made by 
the Courts. 

It Is. In accordance with the above 
views, adjudged that this proceeding 
be and It Is hereby dismissed, and 
that the defendant, Berea College, 
recovor of J. T. Perrill Its costs here- 
lu expended.
